EI Correro, ministerial, says: "It is 
reported from Washington that in the 
event of the Senate's resolution previii!- 
mg I'resideut ^IcKinley will avail liini- 
self of his privileKO of ten days before 
(,'iviiiK th'" resolution his iipprovnl, 
providin;; ho does not employ tht; actual 
veto. Amid much excitement the note 
of war with. Spain prcvuils at WashiuK- 
ton' but further delajrs will probiiWy oc- 
cur owing to parliamentary routine ami 
President ^fcKinley's v.ieillation. 

'Washington, April ].S. — AVlien the Sen- 
ate resolution was read in the liouse to- 
day it was iii'ived to concur with the 
;!Uiendnient striking out tlic reeojjnitioii 
clause. Tills was defeated, and tlic n-- 
solutions were returned to the Sennto, 
which promptly sent its section back to 
tlie house again with, the section recog- 
niziug the Cuban insurgents retaineil. 
The house without division refused to 
accept the obnoxious, section, and a con- 
ference committee was called for. Tlie 
Senate al.so declared for a conference, 
and both houses took recess until 8 n.iu. 

At the conference tlie Senate menihers 
!i;.'reed to drop the section recognizing 
the Cul)an insurgents, but insisted on tlie 
first section of the resoiutioii, reading: 
'•That tlie iieoiile of the Island of 
Cuba are, and of right oup;lit to be, fi-ei- 
and iiidepeiideiit." This tlie house re- 
fused to ai'ce|)t and a disagreement was 
reported to liotii liouses. 

Tlio Senate, after iiaving declined to 
confer' further -with the •house commit- 
tee, citnng'cd its-mind and another con- 
fercnc<> was held, the Senate taking a 
recess until midniglit to await tlie report 
of fills eoniinitee.

_WasIiingt(m. -April 10.— At 1:10 a.in. 
ail agreement was reached by ihe <'on- 
fcrees of the house and senate. The reso- 
lution as agreed to is ns follows: 

Resolved, by the senate and house of 
representatives of the Fnited Slates in 
congress assi'inljleil : 

First— That the jieople of tlie Island 
ot Cuba are and of right ought to be 
free and independent. 

Second — That it is the duly of the 
Unitcnl States to demand and the gov- 
ernment of the United States does here- 
by demand that tlic government of Spain 
at once relinquish its authority and 
government in tiie Island of Cuba and 
withdraw its land and naval forces from 
Cuba and Cuban waters. 

Third— That the President of tlie 
T'jiited States be and he hereby is di- 
rected and empowered to use the entire 
land ami naval forces of the United 
States and the militia of tlie several 
states to such an extent ns may be nec- 
essary to carry these resolutions into ef- 
fect. 

Fourth- That tho United States here- 
by disclaims an.v disposition or inten- 
tion to exercise sovereignty, jurisdicticai 
or c(Uitrol over said island, except for 
the paciticatiou tliereof and aserts its 
deteriuinatioii, wlien that is aeeoiiiplisli- 
ed to leave the government and control 
of the island to its people. 

SP.VIX'S DKSPIOUATE UKSOLVF. 

L(]ndon, .\pril 1.'^. — The Madrid eorres- 
pondent of the Times says; "It is a mat- 
ter of comparative indilTcrencc to the 
Spanish people whether tJie policy of 
the United States is one of annexation 
or of liberation. It aims at least at the 
destruction of Spanisli anveroignty in 
Cuba. Si)ain cannot rightly give up her 
sovereignly without a struggle. On that 
poiiit all parties are agreed and all are 
riady to sink their differences and to 
suiiport the government loyally in its de- 
fence of the national honor. With a 
clear perception of what the Issue of tlie 
struggle must be, they remain llrni in 
their resolve of resistance to the utmost 
at any cost. 

To all friendly suggostions of worldy 
prudence they leiily In li calm, dignlticil 
uninnor, wiiit-h colunUUlds respect, that 
wliere the national honor is concerned 
prudential considerations must be set 
aside. The American declarations (jf 
disinterestedness and hiiinanitarian mo- 
tives are naturally regarded as tinged 
with hypocrisy; the horror expressel at 
tlH> Weyler system come ill, it is said, 
from a people who cannot have entirely 
forgotten the. system adopted in Shen- 
andoah valley and other parts of the 
South. 

"The sincerity of President ^McKin- 
ley's ulleged desire for peace is more 
tlian doubted, I'or he has never done any- 
thing to help the Siianish governnu'iit 
in its efforts to re-establish in Cuba a 
genuine lil.'eral regime which might have 
given the unhappy island a period of 
peace and prosperity." 

Madrid, April 18.— BI Heraldo, point- 
ing out mat "bizarre position of Senor 
Polo de Barnarbe at Washington," says; 
".'Spain's minister is ."topping his ears 
anil closing his e.ves while the goveni- 
joent to which he is acere<lited passes 
resolutions ignoring his country's pres- 
criptive rights." 

ANfJLO-AMKRICAX ALLIAXCK. 

London, .\pril 18. — The Paily ("liron- 
icle publishes a letter from Sir ]'"rederi' k 
P(dlock, profi'ssor of jiirisprudiMice at 
the Tniversity of O.xford, justifying tlie 
Uiiiteil States with the coidroversy -.villi 
Siiaiii. Sir I'^rederick says in part: ".' t 
W( uld be superfluous anil a ieft handed 
c'.impriment for Kngliiad I'; offi'r asHis- 
tance to the United Stiite.i. but the li;i)e 
has arrived for an Anglo-American 
enteiile or ' alliance, wliich W(>uld 
do away with an.v necessity fo- arbiitr.-i- 
tiin treaties. We are tlie otii-.-.' gre.'it 
jiower of the North American contiiieat 
and if we rightly consider our position 
we are equally concerned with the Unit- 
ed Slates to forbid the iiiterferenco of 
.iiiy foreign power in American affairs. 

'•'J'he true k(>yst(jne of American al- 
liance would be on the side of the United 
States a frank rc'cognif ion of our co- 
eiiual standing beyond the Atlantic in 
light of Canada, and our joint interest 
in excluding European pomplicatibiis 
from .■America. 

"On (Uir side should he understood, 
if not formally expressed, a readiness to 
support the Monroe doctrine in conjunc- 
tion with the United States by whatever 
means might be necessary or sufllcicnt 
against all comers. 

"Such an alliance would make wholly 
for pqace and within its legitimate r/ur- 
pose would be -irresistible; but if of- 
fence did come the first sliot fired i)y the 
combined Anglo- American fleet miglit be 
the beginning of more than the object 
contemplated."

While this does not at all do 
away with the neeossity of biuldiii.i 
railway from the British Columbiii coa.st 
to Lake Teslin, it will be a consideration 
of great importance for the next two or 
three years, or until sueh n railway is 
built. It means that tileiiora as a rail 
way terminus, will be a point of .trreat 
value and that the Stikinc for nine 
months of the year will be the leading 
. highway of travel to the Yukon. 

THE IIBDISTKIBUTION BILL.

Id like what is known us the rodistribu 
tion bill; but there was some cause ti 
suppose that it would give its reasons 
for dislikinfr tlie measure.

•ond seat lias invii ;,-iven tr> Cassia r In 
■order that .'1 resident o£ Yictori.i may be 
vrovldbd with a constttuencyj ^nnd that 
the reason a fourth member' is given to 
\'ancouver is to avoid redticing Victoria 
to three members. Tra(^ it says the 
ehange in Uie botiudary of Yale is very 
wicked and insists that Kootenay is vcrj 
shabbily treated. But fiicse are simpl.1 
lierfuMctory stjiteniouts. They arc only 
what an opi)ositioii paper would feel 
bound under any circumstances to say 
of a government measure. Indeed tlu 
.N'ews-Advcrtisor admits that one or twc 
piovisions of the bill "at first sight

It will, iu the 
Colonist's opinion, be toe small even af- 
).|«^r^ the four new members have been 
''i>rovlded for; but as in the course of a 
very few yeiirs wvr eonstitneiieies will 
have to be created, it is better to go 
.iloiig with a small liouse for tlie presoiit. 
Thirty-seven members will giro a bottor 
working house than thlrt.y-three.

• What really hurts our contemporni-j* 
Is Ihe giving of another rcprosontativc 
to Vaueoi:.ver. It may seem stniiige that 
a A'ancouver puiier should look at. sii'.-h 
a thing with disfavor, but the peculiav 
condition of mind in which our con- 
temporary is in regard to matters politi- 
cal would account for (>ven more cxt.'a- 
ui-iliuary things than that. It was jiaiii- 
ful emxittli to have to contemplate the 
prospect of being unable to get one of 
the three places at the disposal of the 
Vancouver electors, but to feel absoluti-- 
ly certain of being unable to gi>!: one out 
of four is enough to sour all the grapes 
of Bachol. One may appreciate and 
sympathize with our contemporary; but 
there is some siitif.fiction in knowing 
that what is tlic \e n's- Advertiser's loss 
is ^'aneouver■.s gain. ' 

OUR NAVIGxVTIOX LAWS. 

The observations of Mv. Iliggins 
the boiiHC ii) nference to the Cassiar 
V .'eriurn .' J nor'heru shipments of prodtic 
hiiv:! called forth a letter from a well 
Known Victoria mer 'hant in which he 
deals with tlv. t-'CT' lation jirohibitin 
the ."arriage of •■■":ii,a iian goods in I'liit 
'-■<< gcates "loitoui--. We do not print 
the letter, because a portion of It refer.; 
to what must bo considered the private 
alTairs of a company, but the principal 
point made is comprised in the following 
extract : 

I- would like In imint out tliat the time 
is opiiortunc for the issuance of tlii; 
order (tb(> regulation .above meiitioiiedl 
It will work a.cainst the merchants aui 
producers of l!ritish Columbia rathe 
than an.v other iieople. The merchant 
of the Sound and San Francisco wil 
thank the de])arlment fur it. Any on 
can see by Ihe addresses of the miner 
that ninety pur cunt, of those calling a 
Victoria arc from the States and Austra 
lia. They are generally booked in the 
.States and know nothing of Ibis rogula 
tion till they come here. 'Ihere have 
already been instances of miners going 
back to the States to i)urehase, rathe 
than pay duties in Canada on Canailiai 
goods. The order is premature. Wi 
are not iu a position to work under it 
When we have weekly or bi-weekly 
steamers from A'ictoria and Vancouv 
to Klondike and connection through 
Canadian- territory, the arrangement will 
be workable, but as we arc now the ten 
dcnc.v of the order is to favor the States 
and to injure, unintentionally. Vietori 
and Vancouver. I hope the hoards of 
trade of the Coast will petition Cor th 
withdrawal of tlie order until we arc in 
a. position to work under it 

The question raised by our correspon 
dent is well worth discussion. It will 
be remembereil that the regulation orig 
iuall.v extended to the Y'^ukou as well as 
to Coast waters and the Stikine, but 
an exception was subsequently made of 
the fiiriner river. We do not feel like 
(xpressinir any very decided opinion upon 
the desirability of iietitioniiig for a sus 
pension of the order just now. Our iiii 
presaion is that it has been so far of no 
special advantage to Canadian shiji own 
ers and it has certainly been an in 
convenience to both Americans and Can 
adians, and wc suggest that the Ottawa 
authorities should cQrrespond with those 
at Washington aud endeavor to secure a 
suspension of the regulations ot both 
countries so far us. they relate to th 
Northwest Coast. Conditions here are 
exceptional. It may often bo of very 
great importance for a shipper to get a 
steamer on a particular day and it would 
ho greatlj' to his advantage to be able 
to take any that offered without having 
to t«k whether' she was a British or an 
.\me:'ican bottom. We think a little 
comnop sense oii the jiart of both gf)V- 
ernmonts miglit be used with mutual ad- 
vantage in this matter.

As to 
the area of the limits, i:i vicM' of Ihe fact 
that timber suitable for sa-.v logs is very 
rce in the Yukon and where it docs 
ur the growlli is not a» .ili douse, it 
! hardly be said that the ■jaivi.niuin 
limit allowed to each licensee is too great. 
\s we look at the matter, the regulation.^ 
on their face are not object ievi;'.!)le, pro- 
Aided tliey are carried out with good 
jiidgiiieiit. W'e think no permits should 
he issued under the regulations for land 
Qi} which the wood is useful only for 
fuel: :

Wo arc in- 
formed that the decision ot the govern- 
ment is tliat only the naked question: 
.Are you in favor of prohibition? shall be 
asked. Does this imply that If the an- 
swer is in the affirmative, the govoni- 
inent will at once prepare a measure pro- 
hibiting the manufacture, sale and im- 
portation of intoxicating liipiors"? 
'J'hoiisands of people, who are in favor 
of prohibition that will actually prevent 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in the 
country, will oppose a measure that will 
only iiartially accomplish this. When 
the people are asked to vote they ought 
to be told what they are voting on.

AGENT-GENERAL'S REPORT. 

llow the Business at the London Office 
Has Grown of Late. 

Ill his report for the ye;ir ISO" Hon. 
i'^orbes 0. Vernon, agent-general for 
British Columbia in Loiidiin, states that 
the volume of business tiansacteil was in 
excess of that of the two years, IS!).") a nil 
1896 combined and judging from the 
number of visitors and letters receiyeil 
during the lirst three inonllis of ISUS 
the work promises to bo three times that 
of ISO". To the gold discovevii's in the 
Yukon district is altrili!!t<'cl the greater 
I)art of the sudden irterest now e\lul)it- 
ed about liritisb ('olnnil)ia in (!reat 
Kritiiin and the eonliuent of ICurojie. 
Mr. \'ern(in says: "As, tliroiigh tlie in- 
strumentality ol' the ofUces of tlie High 
Commissioner for Caniidii, the ('.!'. U., 
the Imperial Institute, .udilic lectures 
and the exertions of this olllce, the mar- 
vellous resources of the province, its cli- 
matic and other attractions heeome bet- 
ter underst(iod theri' can be no doubt but 
that this interest will year by year grow 
in intensity. It is gratifying to be able 
to report that a great deal of Euro])ean 
capital has been invested in provincial 
industries during the last eighteen 
months and that there is every reason 
to expect a largo additional amount in 
the near future." The report refers to 
the illustrated lectures on British Colum- 
bia .as lieing of great interest to the 
largo audiences who weri' present. Mr. 
A'ernon calls attention to the fact that 
the Incorporated London (Miamber of 
Mines has recently been formed and 
with it are atliliated the Australasian 
and Canadian Ch.-imbers of Mines. The 
conn(Ml ot this chamber intend holding 
an international mining, metallurgical 
and machinery exhibition in London 
next year and a letter has boon roceiveil 
asking the province to exhibit and in- 
viting Mr. Vernon to join the honorary 
conunittee of advice. To illustrate the 
growth ot the business in the oftlco the 
rei)ort states that for the first quarter of 
ISOS, there were 8G3 letters received as 
against 3.^C for the snme period in 1897; 
42S visitors called and 12,170 reports, 
pamphlets, etc., were distributed as 
against 281 and COS respectively for 
.Tanunry, February and March. 1S97. 

The report points out that "this otllco 
would bo uiore useful if it was establish- 
ed at some more central point in the city 
of London, similar to, but on a smaller 
scale to that of the ollice of the agent- 
general for South Australia in Bishops- 
gate street, and a reasonable sum allow- 
ed for the pun>ose of calling attention 
to the many advantages offered by the 
province as a fiel dfor settlement niid for 
the investment of capital. All the oth- 
er colonies advertise largely, but it has 
not been possible with the amount al- 
lowed in the past for rent and olltce con- 
tingencies to do more than advertise in 
the Canadian Gazette. This paper has 
not a largo circniation and even the 
small weekly notice inserted with one 
copy of the paper costs £11 -Is. Od. a year 
To secure olllce .•iccommodation in tlie 
city similar to that afforded by the jircs- 
cnt rooms would fnjiii the higii rents ob- 
taining cost about f;!00 a year. With the 
advertising necessary, this would neces- 
sitate_ the vote being raised from ."?1.000 
to 000. The increased cxi)cnditure 
would, however, immeasurably enhance 
the usefulness of the office and repay the 
province tenfold.

Mr. Ilolmcken introduced a bill' to ex- 
tend tlie franchise to women and the 
bill was read a tirst time. 

Mr. Kidd moved for a return of ofll- 
cial reports in connection with Burnaby 
small holdings. 
This was carried. 

GRAND FORKS BIDL. 
The report of the Grand Forks Enab- 
ling bill was adopted and the bill was 
read a third time and passed. 

REPORT. 
Hon. Col. Baker presented the animal 
report of tlie Ageiit-tieiieral for l.S!)7. 
REFBKIMOD TO CO.MMITTEIO. 
TJpo;i the second reading ot the ]SIut.ial 
Cre(iit Association's bill being reached, 
Hon. iMr. Turner said that he would 
move tha* the order for the second read- 
ing be discharged so that he bill might 
be referred to the siiecial conimittcG ap- 
point.'d earlier in the session to consider 
the metliod:^ employed in other countries 
as to tlie aiding of fanners. There was 
another subject, he believed, that the 
committee was discussing, what was 
known as tlie Livingstone insurance plan 
and tb^ could exfimine into both at 
once. In tliis connection the Premier 
said he believed it would be advisable to 
have a commission appointed to take in- 
to consideration tlie whole subject and to 
include mortgages on farms, the mort- 
gage tax and cheap money and to report 
at the next session. 

In answer to a <iueslion by Mr. Oi'a- 
liam the I'remier could not say how far 
the reconnnendatioiis of the committee 
would go, but there was no contlict be- 
tween them considering iliis bill and the 
object for which the committee was ap- 
jiointed. There might be a difference of 
oiiiiiicn as to whether the security for 
the loans .should bo limited or unlimit- 
ed, but for his part he felt that the pres- 
ent bill could bo takoi^ up and worked 
successfully in some districts to-day. 

The order for the second reading was 
discharged and the bill was referred to 
the conamltfce appointed .earlier in the 
Fossion to inquire into the methods pur- 
sued in other countries to aid farmers. 
QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 
In answer to Mr. SenilinI Hon. Mr. 
Martin stated that the Kaslo & Slocan 
railway gave notice on .7nly 18, ISflfi, of 
having selected liOt ST.'!. Croup 1, Koot- 
enny district, under the land grant. The 
acreage was 428 acres, biit counts as 
040 acres against the area to be included 
in the, company's laud grant. 

In answer to Mr. Sen)lir. Hon. Col. 
Raker stated that the printing paper 
and binding for the first revision of the 
statutes cost $4,760, and for the final 
revision .$11,720. 

EAST KOOTENAY RAILW%\.Y. 
The house went into committee on the 
East Kootonay Valley Hallway bill, Mr. 
Sword's security clause was referred to 
them with Instructions to consider it. 

The bill was reported complete with 
amendments. 

PUIVILEGIO. 

Hon. Afr. Turner, on a question of 
privilege to a statement jirintcd in the 
Times on the ItUb, saying he had oji- 
posed the secoiul reading of the Truck 
act.

I'or aidin.g a nicmber to drain, 
clear or <ailtivate lands, owned or leased 
by him: Provided that no loans be made 
in respect of leasehold lauds held for a 
term of less thuc two years from the 
time of sneli loan : 

(2.) To enable a member to purchase 
live-stock, stock in trade, implements, 
fixtures and trade or farming effects: 

(;!.! U'o eualile a member to eonstriicl 
or improve fences and buildings: 

l-l.) To assist co-operative dair.ving or 
f.'irniin;,^ and to assist in the coniluct of 
the purposes if an.v iiLi'iirporated associa- 
tion or society subject to the .'ii)|iroval of 
the I,leuleiiant-( lovernnr in Coniieil; and 

(o.) To (.liable a liieiiilier to carry out 
or incur any reproductive work or ex- 
penditure reasiitiably expedient in the 
conduct of his trade or calling, and not 
prohibited b.v this act or by an.v rules (uv 
the time being in force hereunder. 

Debentures — No association incorporal- 
ed under this a.ct shall borrow, receive, 
take or retain (otherwise than by depos- 
its made with the association by mem- 
bers thereof) any greater sum than the 
aggregate amount of shares actually sub- 
scribed for by and allotted to members 
of the association in good standing. 

The niMiiaging committee may jssue 
ilelieiidires of the association bearing in- 
terest at a rale not e.xecedln.g six per 
cent, per aiinuin t" the extent of the Imr- 
rowing powers of tin- :i ssoeia I ion, and 
may ilis]iose of such delient ores to the 
liiglii'sl lilililers: I'l-oviileil lliat 'lO such 
ilelienlnres slnill be issued until api)roveil 
by the lyiciitenanl -( Jovernor in Council 
as liereinafter iiienlioiied 

The managing cominitlce of tho as- 
sociation projiosiiig to issue delieiitures 
under this act shall transmit to the clerk 
of tho oxeeutive council a copy of the 
resolution of the managing committee 
respecting such iHsue, setting forth the 
details and particulars thereof and a coiiy 
of the proposed debenture. 'I'ln'' ]>ieu'- 
tenant-Cov'ernor in Council nuiy either 
proliibit or apiirove of such inleiided is- 
sue, and snch ap|)roval may be given 
subject to such terms and conditions as 
ihe Lieiiteiiant-tJovernor in Council may 
iniiiose. A notice shall be published in 
two nnnihers of the Kritlsh Coliiinlii.i 
(!azett(> of the fiict of such issue lieing 
made by ajiprdv.-il of Ihe Ijieuteuant- 
Covernor in Council: the notice sh^ll 
stale that the debentures when issued 
will bo sold to the liigliest bidder for 
cash, and shall invite tenders therefor. 

The Lieuteiiant-Governor in Council 
iiniy, from lime to time, by order in coun- 
cil and by endorsement pursuant thereto, 
guarantee the iiaynient of the debentures 
of any association as to principal or in- 
terest or boHi, and upon such terms as 
be ma.v think lit. 

The Iji(:iilenaiit-( Jovernor in Council 
ma.v, in lien of aiiproving several issues 
of dehentnres on behalf of one or more 
associations, by order in council, provide 
for a consolidation of •such Is.hucs and tlic 
payinerit to each association interested 
of its proper share of the proceeds of 
such consolidated issue, upon such terms 
and conditions and in such manner as he 
m:iy think lit. 

All the i),~operty. real and personal, of 
every ineiiii ei of ilie association, lo the 
amount ot the nominal value of its shares 
therein, and all the priperty, both real 
aud personal., of tho association, shall 
be liable for Vho payment of the general 
liabilities of the association and for the 
payment of the debentures thereof, 
either to tlie holders of such debentures, ' 
or to tho government of the provfncc for 
liny debentures which may be uaid or 
taken up by the ,Tovernmont under guar- 
antee given by the Lienteuant-tJovernor 
in Ciinncil nuiler this act, and in such 
Latter cjise the Meutcuant-Coverniir in 
Ciiuncil may levy upon all the real pro- 
pert.v of such members, an annual rale 
;ind l;ix pro rata according to the assess- 
ed value lliereof. sulllcieiit to proviiie for 
the payment of the said ilelieiitnres, both 
princip:il mid interesi, jiml also fur the 
pa.vnient of accruing interest until paid, 
and may levy and enforce the payment 
of SUCH rate and tax uniler and iiiirsuant 
to the provisions of the ••Assessment 
Act." 

Reserve Pond— No dividend shall be 
paid upon the shares of any association 
under this act. but air the profits and 
earnings of the association shall, after 
payment thereout of .all the just debts 
and liabilities of the association, and of 
all the costs anil expenses of tlie man- 
agement thereof, and of the cuneiil p;iy- 
menls on account of the sinking fiMil lif 
:iny) reiiiiired by iniy rule or order In 
council to be esliililislied upon an.v issue 
of ilebentuii's. lie cai-rieil lo an account 
lo be known .-is the "reserve fnuil," 
which shall lie accniimla teil for the lieii..- 
lit of the association, and Vi.-ieil anil in 
vested with the other funds of the as- 
sociation iiiid for the luirposes thereof. 

In event of. the winding np of the iis- 
sociation. .iiie ■ reserve fund shall, after 
payment and satisfaction of all the Ihi 
bilities of the association, be tlistribuled 
aninng the members thereof in proportion 
to the amoiuit of their shares respec- 
tively. 

Winding [Ip— The rnles of Ihe associa- 
tion sh.-ill jiroviile the terms and conili- 
tions upon wliieli the association may be 
volmilarily wound U|i by Ihe inembers 
Ihereof, .•iiid the proceilnri- lo be adopted 
ill snch volnntiiry winiling up. 

If at; any lime it shall iippear to the 
anililor of associations under tills act 
tluit any association is insolvent or un- 
able lo meet its obligations In full, ;inil 
that it is necessary that the association 
be wound up, he shall ap|ily to ih,. Sii- 
Iireiiie court or a judge thereof in a sum- 
niary manner by petition for an order for 
the winding up of the iissociation. iiiiil 
the court or judge shall, if satisfied that 
the facts are such. as. to justify the wiml- 
"ig up of tlio • ■ association, and 
that the inenib(?rs refuse or neglect lo 
subscribe a sufllcient sum of money lo 
render the associiitiou siili-eni, niiike .1111 
orfler for the winiling. e;i of Ihe associii- 
lion. and shall in-and by such order lix 
a sum of money necessary to be sub- 
serilii;il and paid, in order to en/ible Ihe 
iissiieiiitiiiii Id .•onlinue in existence, iind 
the time within which such sum of 
money must, lie jiiiid. and shall also lix 
the terms n|ioii wliieli, iiuil the niiiniier 
in vrliich Ihe association sluill be woiiiid 
U|i in ilefiiult of such sum being siili- 
scMlied and paid. If such sum be piiid 
Milbiii the lime fixed by the order, or 
williiu such exteiiileil time as Ihe (.'oiirt 
or judge miiy allow, the petition shall bi; j 
withdrawn. upon pa.vnient by tlio associa- 
tion of the costs thereof, otliorwiso the 



associalion shall be wound up and its .as- 
sets iind ri'serve faml apjillcil ;i!iil distri- 
buted piirsiiiint to the terms nf such or- 
der, aud to the provisions of this iiet. 

The inenilii'is of the assiiihllioii so 
wound up shall, pro rata l.i the extent of 
Ihe shines iespcclive!> heli; liy them in 
the assuciatiiiii, be liable as coiitribu- 
torios .In rcspqot of. any ,balauci>-;Of lia- 
bilities' rcmiiihing ' dUe to 'aiiy ' creditors 
of tho associiition after tho distribution 
and uppliontion of the assets and reserve 
fund of the Iissociation, in nianiior pro- 
vided by the iirecediug section, 

81T.MMA11Y OF IU<:OTJI;ATIOXS. 

The following are extracts from the 
summary of regulations fpr iigricultiiral 
credit associations Bulnuilteil with the 
bill: • 

I. The object 6t tills society is to create 
l*unds by monthtj- or other coiilributioiis, 
or b.v tho issue iif delientures, to be lent 
out to or invested for the members of the 
society, or for their bonelit pursuant to 
the act, proviiled tlml every loiiii slnill, 
in Ihe o|)lnioii of the Koeiety, hold out 
a sutlieient prosiiect of repiiyiiig itself 
by the proilni'tiiiii. business or ecunoniy 
which il will cniible the liorrower to 
effect. The I'liiitriliution lo he p;iyalile 
by a member lo the funds of the society 
shall be a coal riliiitiou eiiiially with 
ever.v other nicmber to any loan which 
a member bonow lug or his sureties full 
to repa.v. 

The society shall not engiige in any 
banking opciiition other Ihan as iiiiplieil 
ill the forc.i-'diuL' slaleineiil of its oli- 
jccls. nor tr.iile or s]ieculate with the 
ii.oney in its liands. but shall conlinc 
Itself strictly lo the collection and lend- 
ing of funds. 

I I. — Stiiliilory T!ei|iiirements as lo 
Itiiles.— The rules of the siiciety must in 
ever.v case niiike iirovi.sioii for: 

Till' iiiliiiissioii of memhers iuid 
the nil itinent of shares: 

'J"he iiri'iiiiiiin or memlierHhip fee 
(not lieing less than .Sr> in respect of eacli 
issue of a share or shtires), iind the col- 
lection from the members of the cost of 
management of the society: 

le.) The making and the taking of se- 
curit.v for loiius: 

(d.l The triiiisniission of shares by 
rciison of dentil, Irankruiilcy or insol- 
vency; 

le.l 'i'he Icniis iiiiil conditions on whi.'h 
il volunliiry winiling up niiiy tiikc jilace, 
iind the proceiliire to be adopted. 

I II. — iMcmliiiisbiii. — Ciim)ili!iiice with 
nn.v one of the following iiiiiililie:i t ions 
shall constitute nieinlicrsliip: 111 lOlec- 
iioii Iiy Ihe ciinimittee 1111011 liis own iiii- 
pllcation of any resident in the district 
lor which the society is formed, whose 
li;iliil'.ty is not iilread.v pledged b.v nieni- 
liersbip in 11 siniihir association; t2l 
.Kccepliince ns nieniber of iiny persiui 
who sliiilll niiikc liiiiiself responsible «.i 
the sociley li.\ the giiaraiitee of a ce'-diiii 
sum in its fiiviir. Xo ineiiilicr '■Iinll lie 
capable of iiiililiiig an iiiter'-.^t in the 
fiiiiils exceeihiig .$1.."'>I)0. 

1\'.— Uighls iiiiil lyiabiiilies of Meiii- 
liers. — lOveiy [icrson Ivcoming a nieinber 
of the society sh.-li be eiilitled lo ob- 
laiu loans friiiii ilie society 'or specilied 
iiiiil iipproveil purposes within the limit 
prescribed, iiir such periods iiiiil at such 
interest •■.s the society may ilelermine. 
All inciieys payable by a member to the 
sociciy are deemed .to be a debt duo 
fro-.n such member, nnd are recoverable 
II' such in the count.v court of the dis- 
trict in which such ineiiibcr resides. 

y. — The (leiieral Meeting.— The siiii- 
reeie aiithorily in tiie society is vested 
in 'be generiil meeting of inenibers of 
the ..-ociety, :it wliieli every ineinber lias 
il rigb'. to iilteiid iiiid vote 1111 all ipies- 
lioiis. e'-ery iiieniber having one vote, 
whatever be his interest in the society. 
The vole <s to be t.xercisei! in person 
only, not b.v proxy. The geiieriil ineet- 
iiig sliall have power to ilci'lile an.v dis- 
putes arising w.'tliiii the society anil any 
ipiestions aflecting tho interests of the 
society, and^to hi>ar and adjudicate upon 
an.v appeals car-ied before it against 
decisions of any ot the governing bodies. 
Its judgment sin II in every case be 
lillill. It sllilll elect the committee of 
maiiiigeinent iiinl the council of control 
and iiuilit for the yar ami one or more 
trustees, a trciisiirer. and iiiiy other otll- 
cer reiinireil to be ; piiolnteil under the 
act or under the rill.'S. It slnill be for 
the general iiiceting 'o lix the rales of 
interest alike for deposits piiid in and 
for loans granted, to limit the power of 
the committee, if that be deemed advis- 
able, in respect of grai.ting loans or re- 
ceiving deposits, and aiso in respect of 
the length of time for ^\'lrich loans may 
he granted b.v the coniinltteo upon its 
own respoiisibilit.v. 

VI. — The ('omniiltee. — Tli,^ current 
business of Hie society shall be eii- 
tiiisted to il I'linimit tee ot miinagi'meiit 
consisting of live members, elected every 
yejir by the iiieinliers at the iinnual .gen- 
eral ineetiiig luiil re-eligible on the ex- 
piry ot their term iif ollice. The eoin- 
mitteee shall have power to act on behalf 
of Hie society within the limits laid down 
ill these rules, but shall be responsible fm- 
its acts to the general meeting of meiii- 
hers. The members of the committee 
sli'ill draw no salary or other remuner- 
ation. The coininittoc shall meet as 
often as the Imsiness of the societ.v may 
rcipilre and in any ease at least once a 
iiiontb. Ihrce ciiiistit ut ing a ipioriiiii. to 
receive the ileposits priiil in ami ile;il 
with ;ill iiiiiilii iit Ions for meniliership 
and loans to liiinil at the time. At Hie 
close of every siicli sitting lh!> coniniil- 
tee ;;!i;'ll draw up .-i sliitenieiit of jie- 
ciinnls, showing the iiinoiiiit of loans 
onlstanding. of dejiosils 011 bund, of the 
reserve fuml. of lines paid, and all :is- 
set.s nnd lialiilitles of the societ.v, to- 
ge iier with the number <if members. 

.'t shall bo the duty of the committee 
at the close of its term of ollice to iire- 
piire a balance shoot and full staleiiieiit 
of iiecoiinfs. 

The liookn ami accoiintii of the society 
shall be open to the inspection of ;iiiy 
ineinber or person liaving iiii interest in 
the funds of the soeii'ty iit ill! rciisoii- 
iilile I lines. 

\'II.- The riiiincil. In aiMillon to the 
coiniiiittee there may be a council of eoii- 
trol consisting of ut least si.\ mombers.

X. — Loans.— -Vny member desiring a 
loan shall iiiaki? his renncst in writing 
lo Ihe conimitlee, stating the obect for 
wliudi llie loan is reiiiiired, thi' leriu for 
which it is iislicd, and also tlie security 
which he is iireiiared to offer. The coiu- 
niitliM.' shall consider the aiipUciilion at 
its uexl meeting, but shall be entitled 
lo reserve its decision for enipiiries. If 
salislied of (he trust woi'l hiness of (he 
applicant, of (In? sulliciency of (lie se- 
curity offiM'cd, whether by surely only or 
by some additionali pledge or gnaiantee, 
and of tlje profltablcriesH, by •iniductivo-. 
liens or stiving, of the einplnyiiient, it 
shall be emiiowered to grant the loan, 
against note ot hand or otherwise, and 
ffii" tiuy length of time which ma.v iip- 
|iear to be requisite for the purpose, 
wilhin the limits permilted by the gen- 
eral meeliiig, provided always that loans 
granted for piM'iods longer than a year 
shall be repayable by regular instal- 
meiils of iMiiial amouiil. In the event of 
a loan being applied for of a larger ligure 
or for ;i longer leriii (ban (lie general 
mecling has given the- coinmittei! aii- 
tliorit.v to agree to on its own respon.si- 
bilily, the committee shall j have po\yer 
to refer the case to the. council (or. thc, 
general iiieetiiig) and with its siipctfoh to 
tirant the loan. Tho committeo shall 
have jiower to secure, tho society in 
respect of loiius granted in any manner 
which it may deem desirable uncler the 
circumstances, Riii'h as a stipulation that 
a heasi or aiiinial purchased with the 
money borrowed shall be insured in Hiicli 
Kociety as it may approve, and that (he 
liorrower shall be bound on e.ver.v (1(>- 
li'.iiiil to satisfy (he society or its olll- 
corn Hint tho money borrowed has been 
employed lii tho wuy agreed upon, by 



producing the bea.st or article purchased, 
or supplying any other proof which the 
societ.v may hold to be sulliciciit. It 
shall be the duty of tlie council to ascer- 
tain from time to lime if the rules here 
laid down have been complied with, to 
imiuire into the iiositioii of borrowers 
and their sureties, alike its regards sol- 
vency and trustworthiness, and to satis- 
fy itself if the assets of thc society con- 
tinue good. Should it find that tho se- 
curity has deteriorated ia respect of any 
claim against a member, it rhall be its 
(Int^- at once to call for additional s(>- 
. iirity, ami, if thru be not forthcoming, 
to report the case to the general meet- 
ing or else to call in the loan without 
delay and secure the society in such a 
Ma.v as it may hiid practic;il)le. More 
particularfj- shall it be the duty of tlie 
council to satisfy itself by moans of the 
powers referred to «ibove, tliat loans 
granted to nuihiiers ari* cntployed in the 
iiianner agreed upon, and should it find 
that llii.s is not the case, it is at once to 
demand repayment of the entire loan, 
willi all interest due, within four weeks, 
making tlie sureties answerable, if ne- 
cessary, cr satisfying itself from the se- 
curity in its possession. Itorrowers 
shall in any cas(? be reiiiiired to pay in- 
terest punctually at the periods fixed, 
and shall lie punishable for any default 
in respect either of interest or of princi- 
pal, witli a (inc. to be fixed by the gen- 
eral meeting, and upon such default ma.v, 
at the discretion ot tlie committee (sub- 
ject to an appeal to the coniicil), be 
rcfiuired forthwith to repay the loan. 
In cases of repeated defaults the -council 
shall have power to move to the expul- 
sion of the defaulting member under 
Rule IX. 

XI. — Ueserve Fhnd.^The entire sur- 
plus accruing after defrayal of expenses 
shall be carri(-d to reserve, which r<'- 
.-(-rvi> shall not in an.v case become di- 
visalile among nicinlu-rs. 'i'lic n-servi- 
fuiul shall, however, lie available, if the 
.L'eiieral iiK-eting so cleeidi- b.v special re- 
solution, due notici- tu-ing given to every 
uiemlii-r at least a cl(>ar fortnight lie- 
lore, for making good delicits whicli may 
occur. 

XII. — Deposits— -The society shall have 
power to receive depo.sIts from inembers 
not exceeding two-thirds of the total sura 
for the time liefng owing to the society 
by memliers who have borrowed, and 
p.-i.v interest upon llieiii .-it such rates as 
the gi-nei'al iiieetiiig sh.all authorize. 
It shall not, however, be held obliged to 
receive deposits. • AVitli respect to the 
nanii's of the depositors and the .-iniouiit 
deposited by c-acli of them, the meniliers 
of tli(^ societ.v liavini; lu-eess to these a(.-- 
couiits shall be held |ileilgeil to absolute 
secrecy under peiiiilty of a fine to lie 
fixed by the geuerul mooting, not ex- 
ceeding 

XIII. -T-Property at' the Society.— .V 11 
tho nroptjrtfes, both real aud iiersoiiiil, 
acquired on bcIiHlf of the aoeiety are 
vested in the society, nnd the society 
may contract nnd sue ns a corporation. 

XIV. — Audit of Accounts.— The com- 
mittee of mnniigemeiit shall once at 
least in ev(>ry .vear sulimit the accounts, 
together with ii irciiera, statement of (he 
same and all necessar.v vouchers up to 
file .'{1st of Decenilicr then last, for aiul- 
it, lo the iiublic auditor appointed iiii<ler 
the act, and to two or more iiersons ap- 
pointed ;is auditors b.v the members at 
a inectiiig. 

X\'l.-— Dissolntion of tlie , SSocioty.T-^ 
The society may at an.v time bo dissolv- 
ed by voluntary proceedings where tli(> 
inenibers of a solvent society deKir(> to 
wind- up iiusiiiess, or by order of court 
in .the case of an insolvent society.

IMPOKT DUTY ON JJZXD. 

Will It Promote the Smelting of Lead 
Ores in British Columbia? 

To the Editor:— I notice tliat a dole- 
gate ia to be sent from Kootonny to Ot- 
tawa trt petition the Dominion govern- 
ment to increase the dut.v on lead, in 
order to <i>ncourage the f-nieiting of lead 
ores in Kootenay, and moK ospoiiiilly 
the low griMjo ore; wliicli has nor, and 
cannot be .utilized under existing eon- 
cJjt|,o;)s. Whilst I am ♦liorouglily in 
yyfijpatliy with every e0ort that is made 
t(» pfoiuoto (iiiy industry in tl:is piov- 
iiiw, I dy u<H tlijiik tUut t'.'.o luoa- 
fiiire of relief propAscu to be sought for 
will acconiplisli the <ibjoct aimed at, 
taluu.g into consideration the statf?. of 
affairs as thoy cxi.-^t. W'hat will lie the 
effect if the tariff on pig loail (now at 
per cent.) be Increiisod to such a 
point, as will practically prohibit tlie im- 
portation of lead, on the price oi lead in 
Canada (and ncccssariiy the tiirilf must 
br incr(!asc(l on all manufactures of .'e.id 
and all articles whose value is regu- 
lated by the price of pifi lead, for grant- 
ing the advisability of increasing the 
tariff on pig leA.i. it would he r.n anom- 
aly to have the linishod article come in 
lit a lower rate of duty than the raw ma- 
terial)'/ And would such increased tariff 
secure the C!anadian market to the 
iCooteuay':' I think not. The price of 
load in Canada will always be tlu; value 
at the point wlicre it is produced the 
cheapest, jiliis freight and charges from 
that point to tlie point of consumption. 
I do not think tlirt the conditions now 
existing are such as will enable this 
country to produce any article at the 
lowest possible price. The Kootonay 
mines, I am told, could (if all the mines 
were worked) produce in one month 
enough lead to supply the Canadian 
market for twelve months. Now the 
(luestion whether a higher tariff on lead 
would Iind a market for oloven-lwclflhs 
of onr product, which wo do not con- 
sume — and do the ■conditions exist that 
would enable «s to produce lead and 
market it for the same i)ric(> us our 
comiietitors'if In other words, are tliere 
c(uiditions existing which retard our pro- 
gross and our iudustricd .which can be 
remedied There are and they miist bo 
faced at a. very early date if this coun- 
try is to set' tiic sreatcst benefits from 
its mineral 'wealth, .c

nay:— 

1. A government bonus per ton for pig 
lead produced; 

2. An export duty on ^"•o. 

The first is' open to (dijcelioii, why any 
single industry should be !ieleote<l .'"or 
aid; for coal mining, lumbering and sal- 
mon canning, which arc of equal import 
aneo, should also benellt by such a sys 
tcin. 

The second is not wanted by the min 
ers themselves, as it would restrict their 
output. In other words, they want free 
trade for a certain class of ores and pro 
teotion for the balance. 

Now, sir, if we are really in earnest 
and wish to help our industries, \v< 
must strike at the root of the evil, that 
which hampers coal milling, luniheriiig, 
salmon canning, smelting, and all in- 
dustries, and it is tliis: tliat it costs us 
more to produce an article than it does 
onr competitors. 

Last month I met a number of Eng 
Huh experts and they all predict a great 
future for this country, but they were 
unanimous in this: "That the great 
drawback to this country was the great 
expense attaching to the operation of 
any industry." 

I'lic great future of this province lies 
in its being able to supply t'le markets 
of tlic world with those materials which 
bountiful nature has so liberai'.y sup 
plied her with. And to bo able lo hu<"- 
cessfull.v sell those materials either in 
the raw or in till' finished state 
nui.'^t be able to produce them as chcaj) 
and cheaper than any of our competi- 
tors. We must have cheap transporat- 
tion, and minimum cost of production. 
This means skilled labor at a minimum 
wage, but \ve must give tlie wage earn 
ers a maximum purchasing power with 
his wages. We must make tlie purchas- 
ing power of 50 cents equal to that of ?1 
of to-day. 

Increase the pnrehasing power of 
money in British Columbia; make Uritish 
Columbia a cheap place to live in; do not 
hamper industr.v svith unnecessary legis 
lation. Let this bo our motto, and in 
dustrios that are now struggling alou). 
will need no protective tariff. 

(ilven a condition of affairs that wt 
can mine coal and Iny it down in San 
Francisco for fifty cents a ton less than 
our competitors and I ask you wlm will 
do the business in tliat city. We have a 
more extensive supply of lumber than 
our neighbors and still they ship in very 
much larger quantities to open market! 
than wo do. Why"? Because they iiro 
duce it clioajicr. Why are luir eanners 
canning in the state of Washington'^ 
Simply because they do it cheaper and to 
avoid unnecessary legislative interfer- 
ence. 

The price of any commodity In the 
markets of the world (providing there is 
no overplus) is the cost of production 
at the cheapest point plus charges to the 
point of consumption. To produce what 
wish to export at the smallest pos- 
sible cost ia the point we must reach if 
our natural wealth is to oe of any ad 
vantage to us. AVe ir.ust not be "liani 
pered by a lot of unnecessary tariff laws 
and speculative legislation, hut we must 
have "the freest of free tra<le."
